HOLD AN INQUEST TODAY 


Tile Deceased Was a Holder By Tr ade, 
2 5 Year s Old, Single and Lived 
at Louisville, Ky. 


James Tivnan, 
a 
molder , 
of 
Louisville, 
K y., 
was 
stiuck 
by 
Missour i 
Pacific 
passeuger tr ain 
No. 6, about 10:15 o’clock yester ­ 
day mor ning, at a point almost op­ 
posite the Standar d Oil company’s 
plant, and fatally injur ed. 
A t 
the 
time of 
the 
accident 
Tivnan was sitting in a cr ouched up 
position on the end of a tie, evi­ 
dently half asleep. 
The tr ain was 
dr awn by engine No. i i o i , with 
Henr y 
Chapel 
engineer , 
while 
Conductor William Wheeler had 
char ge of the tr ain. 
Engineer 
Chapel 
stated 
to 
a 


D e m o c r a t r epor ter that when he 
fir st saw the object on the tr ack he 
supposed it was a dog. 
His atten­ 
tion was attr acted in another dir ec­ 
tion for a moment, and the second 
glance at the object disclosed the 
figur e of a man. 
He put on the 
emer gency br akes, but 
the 
man 
never moved fr om his sitting posi­ 
tion until the engine was almost 
upon him. He then stagger ed to his 
feet and was caught by the pilot of 
the engine and thr own a distance 
of ten or twelve feet into the ditch. 
The tr ain was stopped and then 
backed to wher e Tivnan lay in a 
semi-conscious condition. 
He was 
placed on a str etcher , put into the 
baggage car and br ought to the 
Union station. 
The wounded 
man was taken 
into the baggage r oom and Dr . W . 
S. Shir k, the city physician, was 
summoned 
by 
telephone. 
Dr . 
Shir k 
r esponded 
pr omptly 
and 
made a 
hur r ied 
but 
car eful ex­ 
amination of the wounded man. 
The doctor found no wounds on 
T ivn an ’s 
head, 
or 
any 
br oken 
bones of legs, ar ms or body, and 
was under the impr ession that he 
was not badly injur ed. 
Dr . Shir k expr essed the opinion 
that the man was under the in­ 
fluence of intoxicants, and advised 
that he be r emoved fr om the bag­ 
gage r oom to the platfor m, wher e 
he could get plenty of air and sun­ 
shine, pr edicting that when he be­ 
came sober he would be able to 
take car e of himself. 
Tivnan, at hig own r equest, was 
conveyed on the str etcher , at the 
noon hour , 
to the 
toilet 
r oom, 
wher e he was attended by Rober t 
Katon, who claimed to be a fr iend 
and companion of the 
wounded 
man. 
A t 12 140 Tivnan, 
while lying 
on the str etcher in the toilet r oom, 
appear ed to be in a dying con­ 
dition. 
His hands wer e icy cold 
and he was almost pulseless. 
The 
police wer e notified of the man’s 
condition 
and Mar shal Love 
in 
tur n notified Dr . Shir k. 
The lat­ 
ter dir ected that Tivnan be taken 
to the C ity hospital in a car r iage. 
Sanitar y Officer O. H. Cue and 
W ill O ’Bannon placed Tivnan in 
the car r iage at 2 :45 o ’clock and 
star ted with him for the City hos­ 
pital. 
The man was in a dying condi­ 
tion befor e he was placed in the 
car r iage. 
A t Br oadway and Ohio 
it was noticed that he was still 
br eathing, but after passing that 
point r espir ation was not noticeable

Befor e the hospital 
was r eached Tivnan was dead. 


The lifeless body was taken into 
the hospital and Dr . Shir k was no­ 
tified, 
The doctor 
dir ected that 
the r emains be taken at once to 
McLaughlin’s under taking estab­ 
lishment and pr epar ed for bur ial. 


When Tivnan was 
taken into 
the Missour i Pacific baggage r oom 
he appear ed to be in a per fectly 
conscious condition, 
although he 
was suffer ing with pain. 
He was 
able to conver se fr eely and talked 
with a DKMociiAT r epor ter . After 
spelling his name he said he was 
25 year s old and a single man. 
He 
said he was a molder by tr ade and 
hift home was at No. 1510 Payne 
str eet, Louisville, K y., wher e lived 
his mother , Mr s. 
Sar ah Tivnan, 
and 
thr ee 
br other s, viz : Daniel 
Tivnan, a member of the 
Louis­ 
ville police for ce; Peter Tivnan, a 
r ailr oad switchman in the Louis­ 
ville 
yar ds of 
the 
Louisville & 
Nashville 
r ailr oad, 
and 
Thomas 
Tivnan, a molder . 
The wounded man said he had 
been tr aveling in Color ado, but r e­ 
cently had been wor king for the 
Missour i Pacific Railway company 
with the extr a gangs at Congo and 
the East* bottoms at Kansas City, 
Tivnan, in company of Rober t 
Katon, who also claims Lcuisville, 
K y., as his home, ar r ived her e last 
Wednesday 
night 
fr om 
Kansas 
City. 
The 
two 
men 
had 
been 
companions in Color ado and de­ 
cided to r etur n to Louisville. They 
stopped at Kansas City to r aise a 
stake to help them on their home­ 
war d jour ney. 
After dr awing their pay for a 
couple of weeks’ wor k they came to 
Sedalia, 
Upon their ar r ival her e 
they fell into the company of Mat 
Hayes, a cr ipple, and two or thr ee 
bums, and the 
money 
they had 
ear ned by har d labor was 
spent 
fr eely in the saloons for liquor un­ 
til 
their 
funds 
wer e 
about 
ex­ 
hausted. 
Yester day mor ning Tivnan and 
Hayes went to the mar ket house 
and bought a beefsteak and at an­ 
other 
place 
pr ocur ed 
a loaf of 
br ead 
and 
a 
few 
r aw 
onions. 
They then went to a saloon and 
had a dr ink or two and bought a 
bottle 
of 
whisky. 
Tivnan 
had 
some tr ouble in getting his par tner 
to leave the saloon, and finally left 
him, going to the Missour i Pacific 
depot platfor m, wher e he sat down 
upon a tr uck and went to sleep. 
A 
few 
minutes 
later Katon 
joined his par tner , and they de­ 
cided to go west on the Missour i 
Pacific tr acks and cook their br eak­ 
fast on the company’s r ight of way. 
Tivnan star ted ahead, Katon and 
Hayes (all thr ee intoxicated) fol­ 
lowing a hundr ed yar ds behind. 
Katon and Hayes finally fell far in 
the r ear , and when Tivnan r eached 
the vicinity of the Standar d oil 
plant he sat down on the end of a 
tie and fell asleep, r eceiving his 
fatal injur ies a few minutes later . 
Dr . T. P. McCiuney, cor oner of 
Pettis county, was notified of Tiv- 
nan’s death yester day evening, and 
decided to hold an inquest into the 
str anger ’s death at his office at 2 
o’clock this after noon. 
A n examination of Tivnan’s body 
after it was r eceived at the under ­ 
taker ’s showed two wounds in the 
lower par t of the back, over the 
kidneys. 
Ther e was a long br uise 
and an abr asion of the skin, about 
two inches in length, and another 
one, lower down, about as lar ge as 
a quar ter of a dollar . 
The mar ks 
showed plainly wher e Tivnan had 
been str uck by the pilot of the 
engine. 
After Tivnan had been placed in 
the car r iage to be taken to the hos­ 
pital, Policeman Eckhoff 
placed 
Rober t Katon, the tr aveling com­ 
panion of Tivnan, and Mat Hayes, 
the cr ipple, under 
ar r est. 
Both 
wer e 
intoxicated, and they wer e 
locked up on the char ge of dr unk­ 
enness. 
Chief of Police Love last night

The suit of For mer Justice of the 
Peace David Kiusey against the 
judges of the Pettis county cour t to 
compel them to pay to him the 
cr iminal fees which he claimed was 
due him and which the cour t r e­ 
fused to allow on account of the 
passage of the Bar nett law attr acted 
no little attention in this city dur ­ 
ing the past sever al months. 
A s chr onicled in the D e m o c r a t 
last Fr iday, the tr ial of the suit 
was concluded 00 that day, Judge 
Longan deciding the case in favor 
Judge Kinsey and awar ding to 
him the full amount of his claim, 


.$1,209. 
Judge Longan based his decision 
in the fir st place on the invalidity 
of the Bar nett law. 
The question 
was whether 
Judge 
Kinsey ^had 
r ecognized the Bar nett law as be­ 
ing legal and acting under it r e­ 
ceived a salar y to such an extent as 
to estop him fr om denying its ef­ 
fect and for ce. 
The 
contr act 
he 
enter ed 
into 
with the county cour t r egar ding 
the acceptance of the $75 monthly 
salar y, it appear s, had no for ce, as 
he accepted the salar y under pr o­ 
test, simply cr editing the county 
cour t with so much paid on the 
amount due him. 
The judge also 
held back the fees, which under 
the pr ovisions of the Bar nett law 
he was obliged to tur n over to the 
county cour t. 
Judge 
Longan 
held 
that 
the 
coubty 
cour t and Judge Kinsey 
had no r ight to enter into a con­ 
tr act r egar ding the judge’s accept­ 
ance of the salar y, or of fixing the 
salar y of Judge 
Kinsey, 
or of 
changing the method of disposing 
of the fees, or salar y, as it was 
fixed by l a w ; in other wor ds, no 
matter whether the Bar nett law 
was good, or not, the law fixed his 
salar y and fees, and the judges of 
the county cour t and Judge Kinsey 
had no r ight to change them by 
enter ing into any contr act. 
Incidentally, 
it 
may be 
men­ 
tioned that Judge Kinsey accepted 
the salar y only for a per iod of four 
months, and then only under pr o­ 
test. 
In summing 
up 
his 
decision 
Judge Longan 
held, 
fir st, 
that 
Judge Kinsey had r etained the fees 
collected by him as justice of the 
peace, which 
should 
have 
been 
paid over to the county, if the Bar ­ 
nett law was in for ce and valid, 
this action being sufficient to show 
that Judge Kinsey had not r ecog­ 
nized the Bar nett law as being 
valid, but r ather had r efused to 
r ecognize it. 
Judge 
Longan 
decided 
that 
Jndge Kinsey most be allowed the

“ To the plea of the ilre insur­ 
ance companies that the recent ad 
vance in premium rates is just’tied 
by low earnings or actual losses in 
operation a most siguificaut answer 
was made by the writer of a com­ 
munication in yesterday’s Commer­ 
cial.

Chart, he showed that one com­ 
pany— whose president had pub 
licly declared that there is little or 
no money in the business and no 
encouragment in it for the invest­ 
ment of independent capital— has 
actually paid out in dividends f 2,* 
116,757 during the past ten years; 
and these years include the “ period 
of disaster” so lugubriously refer­ 
red to by numerous fire-insurance 
oflicials and agents. 
These divi­ 
dends represent an average of 21 
per cent on the company’s capital 
and over 25 per cent for the past 
five years. 
In addition, the earn­ 
ings of the company have mean­ 
while permitted an increase in its 
surplus from $1,500,000 to $5,700,- 
000. 
Still, its officials insist, along 
with those of the other companies 
in the “ combine,” that premium 
rates must be doubled and more in 
order that the companies may live 
and remain solvent.” 
When the extortions practiced 
by the fire insurance combine call 
forth such protests from a journal 
that is as a rule friendly to com­ 
bined wealth, it is no wonder that 
those 
who oppose such combines 
are already considering plans by 
which the state itself shall furnish 
the citizen insurance at actual cost. 
Even people who are not social­ 
ists hold that the only practicable 
plan for breaking up the combine 
is through a state insuranc; depart­ 
ment, 
with 
inspectors, adjusters 
and fire marshals to manage the 
business for the people, saving to 
the property owners the millions 
that now go to the insurance trust.

Much excitement pr evailed her e 
last night, and r epor ts of loss of 
life wer e r eceived fr om the Tuxedo 
and r ace tr ack additions, but this 
mor ning no confir mation of these 
r umor s have been r eceived, and it 
is believed that all per sons living 
in these localities 
had sufficient 
war ning 
to escape. 
The loss of 
live stock, however , will be enor ­ 
mous, as hundr eds of hor ses, mules, 
cows and hogs wer e swept away.

It w ill oveiflow the gr eater 
par t of W ashington and Shar key

swollen and full fr om back water 
and r ains.

is thus cut off fr om its natur al out­ 
let, it necessar ily w ill accumulate 
and back up in the upper countr y.
